quo teriio, Conveniunt inter ſe, & aijſentinnt acontrario, They 
who agree tn athird, agree betweer themſeclyes, and difſent from 
the contrary ;itthe Papilisthen tort vwiththe Service-bool-- 
incn, in the liking of the Liturgie, and the Service-2ook-men 
vvith the Papilts inthe. liking of the Maſle, and to;agree be- 
tevvixt themtelves, they mult-both by conſequent diflent from 
the true yvorihipof God, vviuchis contrary to it- Laſtly, 
the Papiſts liking of the Service-vook, | makes it plainly ap- 
peare, hovy little God likes it ; for it it vvere pleating to God, 
It vyould never pleaſe the Papilts : as the lirachtes; true and 
{incere vvorthipping of God vvas an 45ominatior, to the E- 
8 yptiazs, ſhall we ſacrifice (laith Muſes ) the abommations of rhe 
Egyptians before their eyes, and will they not ſtone #4? Even 10, 
it this vvere the true vvorſhip of God, 'the Papilſts' and 
the Prelaticall crue, vvould never endare it, but vvould ſtone, 
teare in pleces, impriſon, burne, baniſh, and kill with all 
manner of cruelty as they do, and haye done, thoe that love 
and vvorihip God according to bis Will: and -as&very ſhep-

the ends of the earth, to injoy with much afii&jon the puri- 
| tyof the ordinances ; yet E/an his hatred flaked not, like a 
Rev.t.es 4 boyling furnace, till hecaſt theſcum of his cruclty after 
—* ** them, doing them all the miſchiefe he could in word and 
deed : the ſerpent caſt not onely the flood of waters out of 
his mouth, that way after the woman ; but alſo purſued 0- 
thers in other parts, who endeavoured to facrificethat which 
God called for; for proofe whereof take Door Land his 
owne words, Thes hand(laith he) ſhall reach chem;and threat- 
ning a Scottiſh-man for refuſing to take the oath againſt his 
Countrey, he laid his hand on his breaſt, and vowed and pro- 
teſted, as he lived, he would make the hearts of all the Scots 
to ake, and-what had the Scots doneto him ? nothing, but 
maintained that worſhip, that was-an abomination to him 
and his. One-inſtance more, very pat to the purpoſe , God 
having appearedito Abraham (as often he did) Abraham in 
thankfulnefle builded an Altar, but zmmediatly after he is 
Gen.12.8. faidtoiremoveto 2 Fhunta ne,Eaftward of Bethel ; but what 
was the cauſe ue ſtajd not by 1t ? the learned tell us, that it 
was dangerous ſo to do ;for theereQing of the Altar of God, 
calvin, Was {a offenfive'tothe Idolatrow' Inhabitants, that it was a 
wonder, he was notftoned of them : where obſerve now by 
the ways thatif-the Alrars now ereRed, were of God, they 
would be an abomination tothe Prelates and their faftion;and 
dangerous for God hjs people to tay by them:but as they are 
Altars of Bual, 'ere&ted and maintained by Baltes and Ba- 
laamites, lothey and all their ceremonial accomrements, and 
the Service-booke it {elfe, are an abomination, witneiſe that 
Exod 8.26, place of Exodms already quoted, The abomirations of the F= 
4 yptiens ſhall we ſacrifice ro lehovah our God , faith Moſes to 
Pharaoh, it ts not meet ſoto do.' | 
Set, The laſt ground or evidence of this particular, is from the 
undeniable tcſtzmony of King and State, namely , King Ea- 


ward 
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ward the ſixth, and the Councels letter, to the Papilts of 
{orswas and Devonſhire, making of Commotions and In- 
furre&ions againſt the King and State, amonglit many they 
give this ſatisfaction for the Service-booke, that it was the 
very ſame, word for word with the Maffe-book ; the difference 
onely was, that it was 1n the Engliſh tongue, the extrat of 
the letter recorded in the Acts and Monuments, are thele ; 
as for the Service inthe Engliſh tongac, it perchauce ſeemesro you 
a new Service, and yet inaced it t zo other bur the old, the ſelfe : bers. 
fame words in Engliſh that were in Latjne, a few things ta» ** 
ken out. If the Serviceof the Church, was good 1n Latine, 
it remaineth good in Engliſh ; for nothing is altered: but to 
{peake with knowledge, that which was ſpoken with igno- 
rance, we have the whole letter jn print at large for your 
Service, we thaught fit for brevity, onely to tranſcrive fo 
inuch as made for the clearing of the point ; the fumune of 
that which hath beene ſaid by way of open diſcourſe, we 
draw up in this Argument. 

That which is word for word out of the Popilti Maſſe- 
book, is not tobe offered to God, as worthip, but to be abo- 
Lihed asan abomination to him. 

But the Liturgie in controverſic, 1s word for word out of 
the Maſſe-book, as hath been proved abundantly. 

Therefore it is not to be offered, asa worſhipto God, but 
to be aboliſhed as an abomination to him. As the later pro» cap 8.26. 
poſition of the Argument is proved to the tull, ſo the former 
1S as Clearely by the paralleling place of Exod twice quo- 
ted, to which we will adde for abundance, theſe places fo- 
lowing, Deut,7,25, and 12.31. 2 Kings 23.13. £274 9.1. Eſa, 
44- T9. inall which places, the Lord commands all /do/s and 
Tadolatrows Service, to be utterly deteffied and abandoned, and 
{tzll the ground and reaſon is given, that they are abomrnatir 
on5 to the Lord, for fo the word is in the number of multi- 
tudes; to ſpeake impartially, we ſee no colour of way to 
evade this propoſition , but by undertaking the defence of 
the Maſſe-booke ; for as Mownagae and others produced that 
their Service is the ſame in moſt things with the Church g,,,-,., 


of Kome, the differences are not great ; nor ſhould they p.z. 
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make any ſeparation, then a neceility 1s laid upon the Pre- 
lates and the reſt , either to defend the Maſle, fo farre to be 
the true worſhip of God, againſt the truth,and all Orthodox 
Writers, or elfe, to give up the Service-booke to fall with 
the Originall; and though the Treatiſe will not give us leave, 
to limne out the Malle in every piece, patch'd ap by divers 
Popes, having given a ſpecitication of ſome parts of it, moſt 
concerning our Liturgie, yet willit not be amifle to lay down 
from the learned, the firtt entrance of it into England , and 
then to take off briefly, the {illy defence that the Papiſts 
{<eme to make for it. To the former, Auga/tine the Monke 
{entfrom Gregorie, called the great, for what we know not, 
except for his grand devices of wil-worſhip , his man Auſt 
fhnaing not all things for his tooth in France, put over into 
England, and there finding an ignorant King, and a fuperſti- 
tious Queene, there like the envious man, he lowes hiseor- 
rapt4eed of all Popith trumpery, as Maſſes, Letanies, Pro-

( onſecrations, &c. having like a ſerpent deceived the peo- 
pie ( and as the Apoſtle faith ) corrupred their mindes, from 
that fEweplicuy that was in Chriſt fore againit the mindes of 
the godly, and learned Preachers of the times ; yet, to make 
then (as Beda witneſſeth) adde this condition, vvhich he ne- 
ver meant to keep, that No »#an [how/d be forcid, or co-ſtrained 
thereunto, but having played the wyty Fox in his entry, to ti- 
niſh the vvorke hehad began, he took on the Lyons 542, and 
being oppoſed by one D:zoth a great Divine, vvho vvith- 
ſtood him to his face 1m a publike Synode, avorcn;rg, that he 
ought not to change the ancient form of Religion, neither 


- vvould he acknovvledge him for Archd. but the bloody Pre- 


lat, to be revenged on him, incenſed Erheldred King of Nor- 
thamberlard againſt him, vvho murdered the ſervan and :- 
nifter of God, and tvvelve hundred of Monks vvith him : at- 
tervvard about the yeer 637. Pope /ohxthe fourth,ſends over 
Malitus, Honorins, Tufts his Bandogs one after another to 
hold out and confirme the continuance of this d:ſmall alterat j- 
02, as they might eaſily do once having got footing , for 
Pompos ſuperſtition ates too vwell vvith corrupt nature : then

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came in keeping of Eater after the Ropiſh manner , Mini- 
Fers called Prrests, Chanting and playing upon Orga«s ; with 
all which, godly Beda his foule was grieved, who vented his £56.18.c1p. 
griefe 11 this {ad complaint ; he» etofore, 1n/iead of theſe things *& de geſt. 
the principall ſervice of Gad conjiited m preaching and hearing © © 
of God his word. | 

Here we may obſerve for matter of humiliation, how ea- Aforney of 
fily ſuperſtition findes entrance into Erg/4,d, and how hard- *3< Maſſe, 
ly it is rooted out ; that former Maledi#, Monke Benerict (as £99" 68: 
they call him) found fo httle entertainment in Frazce , that 
he made little ſtay there, onely ftomacking that the Wor/hrp 
was not after the Komyb Order, he certiaed his Mgſter by a 
grievous complaint , who being more moderate than the 
 Monke, bid him take that which was good in every Church; 
but E-9/a»d found that that would not ſerve him, of whole 
Vaſſe and miſchiefe 1t could never yet be ridde. It is alſo 
worthy your obſerving, how hee laid the forndation of the 
AMafſe, and cltabliſthed it in b/cod; yea, that See of Canter-= 
bary, in him ana hu ſacceſſors, hath beene a See of bloud ; yea, 
it 15 too well knowne, that that curſed af, whether La- 
tine or Eng/ fp, hath hwed in bloud, and bathed in the bloud ef 
bedies, ſoxles, and ates, as ſhall be more particularly manife- 
ited hereafter. 

Now for any thing that can be ſaid in defence of this Idol, Se&t 
the Haſſe-booke, it 1s not worth the citing , and hath beene 
more than abundantly refuted ; yet one touch tor a talte, and 
that upon Prajers, becaule it is the ſubject of our diſcourſe, 
we will ſhew you one place out of the Old Teſtament, and 
another out of the New ; ſuch as they make choice of to de- 
fend their Maſe or Litwrgy (as they call it: ) the place of the 
OL Teſtament is in Geref. cap. 4- verſe. 26, the words are 
theſe They men began 10 call upon the name of the Lord : 
as there bee diverſity of thoughts upon the meaning of the 
words, ſo Pericrivs a Popith Frier, will have this the mea» 
ning ; that then they found our ſome ſer forme or order of 
Prayer, tO gaine footing forſooth to the Popiſh Litzrgy ; but 
ſay it were ſo, what wouldit make for them ? The Doctors 


of Deway are of the fame opinion, and fuller allo in their 
C3 words, 
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words, it is meant (fay they) of P«blique Prayer, with obſer- 
ving ſome Rites, and ſet forme in a particular place, dedica- 
ted to divine ſervice. Grant that that were the meaning, as 
indeed it 1s not, yet what would this make for them ? Would 
the faithfull Prayers of the godly Patriarchs contirme , or 
would they not rather confute the abhominable prayers of 
the Popith 4Zafſe ? the word /nvzcar 1n the firlt language, 
Ggnitieth alſo to prophane, though not to in this place for it 
tuteth not with the ſenſe, but if this were the tenſe, then 
the Papiſts might well take a hint to parallel their unhal- 
lowed Adafſe, which 1s nothing but an high prophanation of 
the Name of God. —- 

The other place which I touch upon,aad which they doe 
egregioully abule (as they doe many more) is from the New 
Teſtament, 1 Tim-2. verſ 1. 1 exhort therefore, that firſt of all 
ſupplications , prayers , interceſſions, and thanks-givings , bee 
euade for all men : out of which words of the Apoſtle , the 
Rhemifts make this deduRtion, 44: the prayers avd perinions of 
the Maſſe are deauced ont of the Apoſtle hi words, producing, 
or rather traducing ; the Fathers making them ſpeake that 
for the Maſſe which they never meant : the tranſcription of 
all the paſſages would be too tedious, but let Maſter Carr- 
wrights an{wer ſattice. Firſt, by way of {onc:ſſion, grant the 
Maſſe-booke ro have the ſame prayers in t that ihe Apoſtle com- 
mands, will it therefore follow (faith he) that their prayers is 
the true fervice of God, no more than the uſing, or rather abu- 
ſing of the words of Jultification , 7h 7s my body, makes tor 
the juſtifying of 7 ra»ſub/tantiation. Inchanters and (har- 
ers uſe many holy words in their charmes, as they doe with 
a peece of the firſt Chapter of Saint /ohxs Goſpell, but it ag- 
gravateth their finne. This plea from good words, is, or hath 
beene too frequent in the mouthes of ſome profeſſors, whom 
vvee deſire to fatisfie vvith this anſwer. Againe , if their 
vyhole Liturgy or Service bee here as they ſay, vvhere are 
their Mattens, Even-ſong, Complin, Proceſſion, Dirgie,c, AS 
for the name Haſſe uſed by the Fathers , vve are to under- 
ſtand, as Morney and others vvell obſerve ; that as the 
Church finding eaſe, and grovving in vycalth, under and af- 
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cer Conftantines time, fell to grovv a little gawdie to pleaſe 
the Gentiles, and alſo to allure both the Jevves and Gentiles; 
the Chriſtians vvere content to hcare and ſpeake antiquated 
names, as Altars, S Acrifices, Fs rieſts, and fo fell in the vvord Firft Book 
Mſſa; but it is as cleare on the other ſide, that never one 9ftheMa/? 
of the Fathers alleadged, nor Orthodox Counſels did uſe any © + 
of theſe vvords 1n their ſenſe ; and this may ſutfice for the 
Popiſh Mafſe : They alſo abuſe that place of the 5s 13. 2. 
tranſlating it 44 they were ſaying Haſſe ; but the foolery of it, 
«s hath beene ſaid, anſvvereth it ſelfe. The Maſle then be- 
ing ſuch a peece, as it vvas Englands great unhappineſle to 
lie ſo many yearcs under the burthen of ſuch an abhominati- 
on : 1o vyhen the light of the Goſpell ſprung up, to fetch 
us out of darkeneſſe, and from the ſhadovv of death, it vvas 
great incogitancy (to ſpeake the leaſt) in our Reformer, in 
King Edwards dayes, to take a Monke from among the Ca- 
naanites, and pricierg a ccat of Engliſh cloath apor it, to repre- Joſh. 7. 
ſent it, being an wancleane beaZt, As A [ervice ts the Loyd . It IS 
no better truely than the e.xcommunicate thing, What had 
vve to doe vvith the river of Nlus ? hovvy could vve looke 
to picke gold out of the Popes dunghill, vvhere there is no- 


thing but myre and dirt ? Ir is true, that Heathenith Rome ,,

ſent the ſornes of thetr Sexato;r's to the Etrurians, to have their HAS: ele as 


;::trutt:ons for ordering of their Religion ; but vvhy ſhould ez. 
vve, vvhen God had brought us out of Babel, or Antichriftian 
Kome, turne immediately jn againe to take a patterne out of 
it, for the ſervice of our God ; this is an cxprefle thyvarting 
of the Booke of God , vvhoſe Omn:;ſcience ſhould onely ap- 
point in his owne worthip, witneſfle that order and appoint- 
ment given from him by CM-ſes to the 1/ractires : tuit, hee 
layeth it downe athirmatively , Obſerve and heare all theſe Dewi, 12. 
words that 1 command thee ; and he inforceth it with a ſtrong 28. 
reaſon, it ſhall goe well with thee and thine, when thow doeſt 
what z good and right in the eyes of ehowah thy God : but 
now, leaſt they ſhould patch up his ſervice with ſome Hea- 
theriſh tricks, he (tridtly inhibites them , ſo much as to en» 
quire after their Gods, ſaying thus ; How did theſe Nations yerſe ze, 
ſerve their Gods, even ſo will 1 dee likewiſe ; Where - He 31. 
r0Ws 
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brews obſerve, two things are obſervable : Firſt, [dolatrous 
ſervice is not to be enquired after, becaule that occaſioneth a: 
turning in to it ; and fecondly,all imitation of tuch ſervice 1s 
forbidden. Cyprr49s complaint cited by the anſwers to the 
Humble Kemonſtrance, lates well to this purpoſe, 44 hoc ma- 
lorum devoluta eff Eccleſia Dei + ſponſa Chriſti, cc, The 
Church of God, and Spoute of Chriſt , falls unhavpily into 
this evil exigent , Ut lux de texcbris mutuetur, F 14 faciant 
Chriitiam quod antichrifts faciunt : That light ſhowmld borrow 
from darkneſſe, ani Ciriftians ſhould: ave that tn Gods ſervice, 
eſpecially , which the waſſals of Antichriſt dove. From this 
diſcovery alſo the Service-booke js unbottomed , of that 
p. 13, maine plea from 44114 4:ty, which Doctor H2// in his hum- 
ble Remonſtrance makes his ſheet Anchor ; but Smetym. 
2K in his anſwer puts him to it, that for want of ground it 
is come home : but to follow this a little turther, and to 
wave the antiquitie of afet Liturgie , an ioſtance whereof, 
for divers hundred yeares, the Doctor,nor any of their Book- 
men cannot produce ; wee defire to know what antiquity 
they or any other can alleadge for this Liturgie , {urely hec 
Can goe no higher than the 22 eſſe- Book ; and when it hath 
- gone as high, or higher than it can, ſometime abuſing Scrip- 
ture, and ſometime butting upon the coyned and counterfeit 
Liturgies, fathered falſely upon the Aps/tles and Diſciples of 
Chriit ; yea, and allo uponthe Fathers, as Peter, /ames, Mat- 
thew, Avarew, Denis, Clement, Baſil, Chr jſo5tome, and others; 
Firſt Book *BE falihood whereof Worney ditcovers at large : yet for all 
ofthe Maſſe this, faith the faine noble defender of the truth, the Popiſh 
6.4.03. Maſſe zs 19 part, nor ever was of th: drovine Service of God, 
and therefore the Engl Liturgy out of it , and not able to 
aſcend higher than it, can be no azvine Service, as they call 
it, (and that inclulively, by [atexecher, or excetiency) jt can 
be no dine Service, but is indeed a deviſed ſervice; but \up- 
poſe 1t, or the anbloody Sacrifice of the Haſſe, ſhould looke 
as high as Cains nnbloody ſacrifice ; yet it there want truth, 
they would prove'na better then anctent errors.

your Honours, and with us, a whole Body of Petitioners ; 
who in conſcience doe profeffe we defire to doe nothing a- 

ainft the truth; but for the truth ; and as it becommeth not 
thoſe that defend the truth, fiitzs contendere werbis ,, to Skir- 
miſh with deviſed, or velitory palliations, as the Poet hath 
it, even ſo, ixoSips y ardpic want7 aber, there is nothing be-= 
commeth card;4 ingeruity better than truth. To defend evill 
cunningly is no good commendation ; it was no grace to the 
Orator, of whom it was faid, Candida de r1gris, © de cander« 
tibxy atra , That hee could with ill abuſed cloquence , make 
black white, and white black ; and yet, when ſuch men have 
done all what they can, they finde that true of the Civilian; 
Mala canſa plaribus -get meds, The malady of an evill cauſe 
ſtands ever inneed of more medicines than he that under- 
takes the cure can aftoord. For a cloſure of the point, in love 
to the truth, we deſire all men that have any wit, to take no- 
tice of theſe two things : the former, a man had better be 
tongue-tyed than appeare in an 1ll cauſe ; the latter, when 
they have done all they can, it will fall out with them as it 
did with the Scrides and Phariſees, envying that the people 
- ſhould follow Chriſt, Perceive you nor (fay they) one to ano- 
ther, how yee prevaile nothing ; the world 15 gone after him. ult 
ſo in this caſe of the worſhip of Chriſt , as it is partly begun, 
and ſhall be more fully accompliſhed, when they have done 
all that they can, all js but loſt labour, they ſhall not prevalle, 
the world thall goe after Chrilt. | 
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CHAP. Iv. 
Of the Matter, 


Ns we come to the third particular , namely, the Su#- 
Jet marrer of the Liturg x, the graine 15 hike the ground 
it growes upon, the fruit mult be like the tree; it is not poſ- 
ſible that any wholſome ſap of life ſhould come out of a noy- 
fome and poyſonous root. To give a delineation of the mat- 
ter in generall, we can uſe no better expreſſion than that of 
Calvin, in his pithy letter to the Church of Fraxkeford, much 
troubled with this Servicc-booke, where hee calls it the Ke- 
liques or leavings of the Popiſh dregs ; this may be made to ap» 
ry without contradiction, by ſcanning ſome particulars ; 
or to goe through them all would fill up a great vohume : 
then to give a touch as briefly as we can, the Matter i partly 
falſe, partly »idiculouſly frivolous ; yea, and ſome part of it 1s 
not without a tinfure of blaſþh:my. To this effet, a worthy 
and z:alows Paftor to that people. of Frazkeford , regrating 
ſore the troubles brought upon them by that Sexvice-booke 3 
after that he had told them that nothing muſt be thruſt upon 
apy Congregation , without the warrant of the Word : and 
foraſmuch as that in the Eng/1/b Booke there were things both 
ſuperſtitions, impure, and unperfect , which he offered to prove 
before all men ; he would not conſent that of that Church it 
thould be received. 

To come then to the firſt particular of the charge ; con- 
cerning the fa//hood of the Harter, which we will firſt dif- 
cover 1n the generalls, and then come to ſome particulars : 
For the generalls we lay downe thele three inſtances,in falſe 
Or Corriapt tranſlitions of the Word 5 addons io the Werd 1 and 

f#bfrattlicns ; all which the Service-book not onely allowes, 
but inzoynes ſubſcription tothem , being ſo rendered in the 
old Latine Bible, which tranſlation the Service-booke jn- 
zoynes to be uſed, and no other ; yea, to which the Mrmiters 
were to ſubſcribe, it being the moſt corrupt peece of all the 
Latine tranſlation , none of them. being ſound ; witnefle the 

current 
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current of theJearned Fathers and others ;/yes,the very plea- 
ders forthe Booke and that Bible : Ss in Latin exemplari- Ad Dama. 
bus fides eft adhibenda, refponderit quibus, cc, If we muſt be- ' prefat. 
leeve Latime tranſlations , you muſt firſt tell u4 which of them, -o4 = _ 
faith Jerome ? Which argues the Latine one , fathered npon : 
him, not to be his ; but of all other Latine tranſlations hee 
damneth this moſt , which we are forced to follow, as Eraſ- 
mu teſtifieth of him ; Damnar ſuperiorem tranſlatiorem qua 
nos ramen maxime utmur , he condemneth (faith hee) that 
tranſlation, meaning the v#/gar tranſlation, condemned alfs 
by the grand pillars of Popery, Burgenfis, Lyra,lanſeniin, and 
ethers ; yea, and by two Popes, Six: the fifth, and Clement 
the eighth. Laſtly , wee have the di& of the defendants 
themſelves ; Doctor Sparke, drebms is, complaining of the = 
corruptions of the Service-book , inſtanced in theſe two par- 
ticulars : Firſt, for omitting much Canorccall Scripture, and 
putting eApecrypha in the place of jt : Secondly , tor ap- 
pointing 2 corrupt tranſlation to bee read : to ſome par- 
ticular inſtances wee come , and amongſt many places 
we -mult give but a touch : wee will begin with that pal- 
pable falſhood, P/a!. 105: 28. which the Booke hath thus ,/ 
They were not obedient to his Word ; but the Scripture faith , 
They were not diſobedient to his Word : what directer contra- 
dition can there be than this ? the Scripture given by inſpt- 
ration of the Spirit, admitteth no. contradiction. Doctor 
Spark told the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, that it was appa- 
rent by the Hiſtory of their dealing in Egypt ; that to reade, 
They were not obedrent to his Word, were to charge Moſes and 
Aaron with falſhood. 

Another place abuſed , Luke 10,7, being their Goſpell gee, 
for that Evangeliſts day; After cheſe things the Lord appointed 
other ſeventy alſo, and ſent them, two and two before them Z but 
the common Booke reade ſeventy two : which, thongh jt be 
not jn matters of faith, as the defendants anſwer, yet it is 2 
corrupting of the Scripture. May we teare a mans skin from 
his fleſh, becauſe we cut not the finewes , nor breake not the 
bones? In a word, this is the anſwer of the Papiſts upon 


the place, which our Writers take off.

borne Chriſtians, but borne againe ; yea, by narure we are the 
children of wrath : is there not matter here of flat contradi- 
ion, and that jn a high point of faith ? F 
We will trouble you but with one other place, and that 
upon matter of faith too ;_ namely , Luk. 1. 28, and 48. the 
Text hath it, Hayle freely beloved, or havimg fonnd favours but 
the Service-booke will none of. that : but reade it, Hayle ful 
of grace, jult with the Khemists ; and the defenders of it goe 
pon the {ame grounds that they doe, croiling the true ſigni- 
tication of the words; all ſound and learned Expoſitors, anci- 
ent and moderne, as Pagnioms, Vatabalin, Chryſoſtume, Beza, 
DoRar Fulke , Doctor whitzkers , and others, ſorting full 
with Gregory, CAHMartrn, Reynolds, and the relt ; and g1Ves in- 
couragement to-Stafford in his Female Glory, to tell the Pu- 
ritanes railingly , that z2ill they bee good Hayians , (i his 
ſenſe) they thall never be good Chriftrans. There are tit- 
teene places more in the Service-booke of this cut, but theſe 
are enough, and too many to be ſo abuſed. | 
Now we come to a touch of Addiions,as the Booke addes 
three whole verſes to the 14. Palme , where a creat diffe- 
rence 1s to be thought. on, betweene a Paraphrafter and a 
Tra»ſlator. The former may amplifie, but yet 1m different ler- 
cer from the Text ; but the Traz/lator may not. adde , no not 
from other Texts of Scripture. The grand Papiſts, the juſt;- 
tiers of this, and other ſuch (tuffe, dare not avouch theſe ver- 
ſes to bee in the Hebi1ew or Greeke copies , no not in the 
Greeke Bible, ſet forth at the command.of Sextus Quinrue, 
1.587. for the juſtifying ofthe vulgar Latine, as appeares by 
his owne cople, written by Cardinall Carraffe, and another 
Cardinall, namely, Caj:-ran avoucheth, that Paul inthe third 
to the Romans, had: taken them trom divers places of ;Scrip-

P/a/me-; the Booke omitteth 
Prayſe yee the Lord, ſeventeene times, and' putteth in Gl.ria 
Patri, Laſtly, amonglt-divers other omillions, on which we 
cannot in{iſt ; the comntortable concluſion of the Lords Prayer 
is left out. They have drown'd in'this Book 160. Chapters, 
according to their owne account, of Canonicall Scripture z 
amonglt which are whole bookes, as the Chronicles, Cant.» 
cles, and the molt part. of Apeca!yps lett ont, mplace-where- 
of the Apocrypha 3s placed, and that (as they ſay) tending 
more to edifying » Yea; and lame Chapt ers alto, wherein are 
palbable untruhs, as Eccleſiaſtics 45. luduh g. Tobir, 5. the 
laſt twoot theſe Bookes, being fabulozes z a preſident of theſe 
foule abuſes of Scripture, are tound no where in the world, 
| but inthe Popiſh Maſſe-booke., To this we: may ſubjoyne 
that prophaning grofle abuſe of Epiſtles and GoFpels,in which 
there are three /trange and remarkable occurrences, for which 
there is no.ground or reaſon ; but from the Maſſe-booke, and 
Maſle-mongers:

Thirdly and laſtly , at the £p//Hlesthere' 18 filence, fitting, 
and what every one will ; butiat the Go#pels there 1s {tand- 
ing, ſcraping, bowing, and a reſponſe before and after ; as 
every one of theſe were to ſerve ſome piece of ſ#perſtsrion 


_ erother < ſo thereaſons given by Papiſts, are as ridiculom as 


the things are /#per/ir;o-: 1t is enonghto name them in ge- 
nerall, that the maintainers of the Liturgic may be athamed 
to aledge them, and better of their owne they have not. 
We therefore deſire your Honours, to caſt a regardtull eye 
npon the wronged and much abuſed Word, and oz 4s paſſer: 
by ( as leremreſpeakes ) in a caſe much like, bar 4s ſupreame 
Izdges here'on earth, to vindicate Gods dithonour done'to 
bimin his Ordinances. Gods Word, asthe Fathers ſpeake, 


> ts his Ep:/#{e, notin that ſenſe they call Prophefies EpriHles, 


wherein hecommends: many lovely favoursto us; yea, his 
Teftarztmrty wherem heleaves and bequeaths many rich lega- 
cies to us; If Kings and Monarchs ſhould deale fo withus, 
would weduffer them to be abuſed, corrupted, altered, cut 
in pieces? No, we would count them our deadly enemies 
that ſhould do fo, and alſo traytors to the King. What an eye 
of indignation-then ſhould. your Honours caſt upon ſuch 
erofle Seki of the Word, of the Epiſtle and Will of the 
Omniſcient. and, Omnipotent God ; It clipping, corrupting, or 
counterfeit coyning be treaſon by the law., how muci more, 
and jn a higher degree is it to deale thus with the Word ? 
Yea, and more then that, ro maintaine this, and cauſe Mini- 
ſters to ſubſcribe to jt, being no leſle then treaſon againſt the 
high and mighty God. Cxlpam deprehenſam pertinacuer tmert,

Having thus proceeded againſt the Service-booke, for its Se. 

falſe tranſlations , additions , omiſſions , miſnominations ,, WE 

come now to foine more particular untruths in- the booke, 

and that partly by faiſe or. miſapplication of Scritare , partly 

by copning thongs that have no thew or ground for them, 
partly by citabliſhing 1o1ne Pepyh expoſurwons; Laitly , by con 
firming and preſſing upon IMinifters and people, a heape of Por 
piſh and Idolatrous Ceremonzes z a touch of every one will 
futhce. or ele otrnng » = vs vs bans 

For the firſt, be pleaſed to looke npon that egregioully a= See. 

buſed place, or Chriſt abuſed and diſhonoured by their deal» 
ings with the place, namely, Rev, 12.7, Michaeland hjs An- 
gels fonght againſt che Dragon, &c. which words the Booke 
appoints for the Co/left for Michaels day ; where they make 
Chriſt by milapplying the place, a creaced Avge! ; tor the 
uu is. meant of Chrift z neither can it agreeto any other : 

or which we have a cloud of witneſſes, not onely from the 
wnjverſall concourſe of the learned and Orthodox Writers, as 
Fathers and moderne Authours, as Anſtin, Ambroſe, CMuſcns 
{m, Calvin, Bexa, Doctor Frulke, Doctor #iler, and many 
others, but alfo from the. very, name 4:chael,, proper onely 
to Chriſt, who, verſe 10. iscalled Chriſt : and further, from

conſummation and bliſſe 5 both in bedy and ſonle :\ firſt 5 here 
every one buried is a faithfu!l brother, which cannot be taid 
of every one no, not in the judgement of charitie : it is 
true indeed, that the Prieſt of Newgare bid the poore con- 
demnetd theeves, provide money for their bariall, and they nee- 
ded not doubt of their ſalvation ; againe, the words are an ex- 
preſſe Prayer, and tied to be ſaid by the Minitter. Now , for 
the Ceremonies having place in Gods worſhip, and being mans 
device, muſt needs -be /dols , or [dolatrons ations , _ 
quid” preter mandatum, et Idielam ; Whatſoever is placed in 
Gods worſhip, without the commandement of God , is an 
Idoll ; for none hath powerto ordaine or place a Ceremonie 
in Chriſt his Church, but himſelfe,who is King of it. For jn- 
ſtance whereof, there 1s a remarkable place amongſt ma- 
n)s Numb, IJ. 39. And it ſhall be unto yer for a fringe, that ye 
2m1ay look upon it, andremember allthe Commandements of the 
Lord-, and do them, and that ye fecke not after your owne 
heart, and your own eyes, after which you uſe to go a who- 
ring; where obſerve both the Ceremonie and fignifhicati- 
onto be from Gods owne appointment ; and —_—— 
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device of man in Gods worthip, is to be avoided, but againſt 
thoſe there are divers Treatiſes never anſwered, nor like to 
be, yet it ſhall not be amiſſe by one indifloluble argument 
to put all the defenders of the ceremonies to it, which 1s this : 

That which is mans device,and hath been an Idoll in Gods 
worſhip, muſt of neceſſity be an Idoll till in the worſhip of 
God. But the Ceremonies mentioned in the Service booke, 
have been Idols in Gods worſhip ; as Creſſe, Sxrplice, Cc. 
Erge, they muſt be Idols (till in the worſhip of Cod. 
' The proofe of the former propoſition, 1s from inſtance of 
Abrahams grove, Gen. 21.33, but being abuſed to Idolatry, 
as 2 Kinge17 lo. lerem.5 1.2. Eſay 57.5.then God forbiddeth 
his people the uſage of it, becaule it was an Idol ; yea, com- 
manded to defFroyit, Denr. 12.13. The latter propoſition 
nonecan deny. Here we might adde the foule abuſes of the 
Sacraments, as Baptiſm , and the Lords Supper , and that 
Iewiſh or Popith inſtitution of Churching of wemen, called 
Prrrfication ; and that baſtardly piece of Confirmation, the 
particular eno:mities whereof we need not ſtand upon, they 
are ſo well knowne, eſpecially to your Honours, which 1s a 
part of our hippineſſe : againe the Treatiſe would be too 
large ; yet we would not have the Lex faft forgotten, which 
the Parr», sof ou: Litergre make a religious faſt, abuling pla- 
ces of Scriptures by miſapplication of <Ecriptures, as oe/ 
2.12. Maith,6.16,2 (07.6.2, Alaiih.4. 10. cleare contrary 2. Parr of 
to the divine law, and indiſputable prerogative of God ; the Homil. of 
Homies appointed by the Law of the land, the moſt and beſt —_ ; 
reformed Churches, and the harmony of Confellſions, none fo Biba 

- ſiding with them in it, but Papiſts and popiſhly affected. quint. 

Now we come to touch, and but to touch upon the fopp;/h Sf. 
and fooliſh things m the Booke, beiides the fooliſh and ſerſleſſe 
ir.19ſlations of fome Pſalmes, prefled by the Service-booke, as 
P/al.58.9.Pſal 63.30. which would be too large to ſet downe 
.and canvaſle. What can be ſaid for thoſe Tawro/ogres and 
Battologies, wed in the Service-boeke, as, Lerd have mercy 
upon us, Chriit have mercy upon #mythe very Popiih Kyrielerſon, 
({/briftelerſan condemned, Marth,6.7.the word Battelogre here 


condemned, commeth, -as the learned obterye, from one 
E Battus 
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Battns a ridiculous Poet, repeating the ſame words or verſes 
often, and {o Chrilt forbiddeth a vaine repetition of words cr 
phraſes; and the detter the words are, the more grievous is 
the lin, ſo the vaine repetition in Prayer z mnſt odions of all, 
both the heathenith and Popith Batroloores are ſtrucke dead 
at one blow (faith Maſter Carewr1ghr) for numbling up the 
{ſame prayers againe and againe, and can theſe repetitions of 
ours , being the very fame jn Englith go Scot-free ? one 
foppery more, for we cannot name them all, namely, that 
mutuall /a/utari9% betweene Prceſ? and people ; in theſe words, 
The Lord be with yor,and with thy ſpirit. which Doctor Boyce 
girding at the No»elilr/tr, takes upon him to defend from 


Rath, 24, with many tnveAtive {traines, with other matter 


to little purpole : 1s it a good argument trom ſalrtarion mn 
crvill converſmenat, to tall a ſalating one another in the wor/Þ:p 
of God ?- if our Lord and Saviour forbad his Difciples to 
ſalute any in the way, 1o farre as it might be any impediment 
to his ſervice, like unto that of E!/-a the Prophet ; how 
mach lefſe will Chriſt adinit /a/ata8; ms in the midit of 
his Service; It ſeemes their devotion 1s very hot, that 
falleth to toſle a ſalvtaron whilelt they are upon Gods 
worſhip, Hence 1s that apiſh tricke 1n the Northerne 
parts, that all the women, eſpecially in comming into the 
Church, make a c#rreſie to the Prieſt. Door Boycr, for fur- 
ther confirmation, citeth the Lyturgie of lam:s,Chryſoſtome, 
and Baf/, but all know (as hath been faid) that they who 
are acquamted with this fubze&, know theſe Lyrwrgies to be 
as Apocrypha/, as the fubje; the Door confefleth upon 
the report of Bellarmme , that Tritenhemins writ a whole 
booke upon Dominu Vobiſcum, in which are many truitlefle 
queſtions, and ſo we are fure the thing it ſelfe js fruitleſſe.

V E come now to the laſt pjece of the matter of the 
Lyturgte, but not the leaſt ſinful, but rather the moſt 
offenſive : Namely, ihe Letany, not a fump or a limb of Dagon,

12, 
blaſphem:e, or very nigh blaſphemy : upon thete dayes one of 
every houſe mult be preſent ; ſetting a note of ſome pre- ©4mom.1y, 
heminency, both upon theſe weeke dayes and the Service, 
yea, from the Erymelogie of the word ain, or Letary, the 
defenders of it will have 1t to be a more ſcr1ox53 and cordrall 
prajer than others : it 1s obſerved by the learned, that the _- 
Anticnts had the order and manner of the Leta»y from the 5974795 17 
Heathensgas Dronyſins Halicarnaſſins witneleth,and Canſabon Ry bes 
obſerveth 1o theſe words : remit; muiey og; Ow Re , the | arg. 
Letanies or Spplications about thc altars of their gods, P. 242. 
P elybrs renders the words very handſomely and ſignificantly Extreet. 
by the word, way'\uwjr gy dv 55, which fignitieth to axtice rhe Þ*57 
ods by blanartſhing allurements ; thee words and others uſed 
by humane Writers to the ſame purpoſe, as by Hewer and 
others, falls in with the ſame fault, that our Saviour accuſeth 
the Pharitees of, namcly, ware repetition aud multitude of 
werds, for which, faith Chriſt, chey thrnke to be beard. Now this Marth.s. 7. 
Letany 1s a very faſcinating fxrdelof tauologiesand Battologies, 
beſides its other faults ; in this Letany there 1s, Lord delrver 
4, cight times, Hea e us we beſeech thee twenty times: to 
omit many deiues tobe delivered from things trom which 
there is not the leaſt appearance, no more than of the french 
p2.x, the darger of being drunke at a Whitſon ale, Or a parſe cut 
at aſtage play, and not ſo mach. ln that prayer to be delivered 
from fornication, what meaneth that addition, and from all 
o:her deadly fin, as though ſome (in were not dead!y. Againe, af- 
ter a tawtologreal. fumming up, and repetition of the titles 
and Elogies of the Trinity toſſed with retponles, they fall on 
1n a heathenuth way to att the word Letaxy or Maggary,as it 
is well rendered, namely, as it were to conjure ; _ as if the 
divell were now to be diſpoſſeſt (which no Prieſt muſt dare 
to doe by the Canon without licenſe from the Ordiaary)they 
would uſe the very ſame pieces, namely, By the a 
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thy holy incarnation, by thy holy nativity and circames/icn, by thy 
baptiſme, fafting and temptation , by thine agony and bluody 
ſweat 5 by thy crofſe and paſſion; by thy precious death and 
buriall , and by the coming of the holy Goff, Good Lord delivey 
#5. This piece of the popiſh Maſſe-booke, whence we have 
it, is No better than that conjuring or jugling of the AM- 
gi::4ans, Whereby they ſeemed to 1umitate Moſes his working of 
miracles,which they did not,as the learned in that art teltitie 
without Mack ſpels, they uſe r:drculous imvocations 1aith the 
fame Author, and 19 be the 2220ca; ions in the Lerany ; and 
the better the words are, as we have fſazd, the more grie- 
vous the abuſe : and that we may not come 1hort of the 
P apiſt s Idl.z:119 of this Letanr, we have not onely our or- 
dinary and weekly Letaries, but allo our 4nzaall or yeerely 
Letanies acted in proceſſtos.. It is true we have lett out the 
Saints 10 our Lyturgree, that was too orofle ; but had the 
Lanudenſes got their colours fixed ere this,the Letany had been 
{zucked with this [tuffe. But why did they expwnge that /wf- 
frage mn King Edward his Booke agatnſt rhe Pepe, From the t) - 
rannie of the Biſhop of Rowe, good L-rd deliver us? To ſhut 
up this curſory triall of the matter (tor it is no more) how 
canthe Service-book-men jultifie theſe words of the Colle 
on the tweltth Sunday after Triaity, grvrng unto m that which 
exr prayer dare not preſume to ake * It 1s true, we obtaine 
more than we pray for ; but what we dare not pray for, ei- 
ther in a& or deſire, we ſhall never obtaine. 
The ſamme of that which hath been ſaid we bring up into 
this Argument. | 
That ſervice, the matter or bulke whereof js partly falſe, 
partly fooliſh and frivelous, ſhould not de preſented unto 
God. | 

But the parts of the Service-book, whether eſexria/l or 
imegral!, are ſuch, as hath been fully proved. | 

Therefore they ſhould not be preſented to God. 

We humbly intreat your Honours to lay this argument 11 
the ballance of truth, and if it weigh downe ths Service 
booke, let the laid Booke, we pray you, be caſt out of the

me, &c. where hee layeth downe, not onely the matter of 
Preaching, but alſo the jorme z even fo ſhould prayer have 2 
forme of ſound words, Contormers to the Service-D00i\C 
make toxas his Gourd, of one place of Scripture ; ZLes ail © Ci: 44 
things be done according to order and decency, But as the plac e 4 
is no ſhelter for them, ſo wee wonder that they cannot fee 
the grofle diſorder of the Service-booke and C::Xremonies z 
and (t;lI call for order. The Apoltle rejoyced to fee the or- 
der of the Col:ſſian! , but it would have grieved him excee- z C lol. 5, 
dingly to have ſeene the dijorder of the fervice ; as he grie- 
ved at the ſuperſtition of the Athenians - for it iS Wall-worſhip 
which the Apoſtle condemneth in the faine place of the (0- Verſe 24, 
loſſtans ; but to tome particulars , and tirlt to the Atinifter, 
wheſe change of voyee, poiture, and place, \sitrange and ridi- 
culous : tor the tirſt , hee muſt ſay ſome prayers with a loud 
voyce, not all : what can be the reafon of this ? but that of 
the aſſe- Prieſts , that there are Jome myſteries : 7 anquam 
facra Cereris, that the prophane Laicky ihould not keare. Se 
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condly, for his poſture; beſides the windrngs, tarningr, and 
cri-ges, his face'mult be ſometimes towards the people, and 
ſometimes his backe. Thirdly, the Pricit fayes ſomewhat 
in the Church, ſomewhat inthe Chancell, getting himſelte 
from the people as farre as he can, as if there were ſome out- 
fall betweene him and the people ; or, as if hee were the 
High-Prieſt , gone into the Holy of Holi-s, In the 1fecond 
place comes the unmannerly handling of the marrer - Firlt, 
they have many ſhort Co/ects,but a long and tedious Service; 
the perſecuted Chriſtians indeed, made ſhort prayers upon 
the teare of the enemies approaches, when they were forced 
totiye. A good foundation we acknowledge ; but to turne 
this into a generall and continued rule, will make but a fcur- 
vie building, Now, to the reſt of the ſhort cuts and ſhreds, 
Mb 1. 9-33- rather wiſhes than prayers, (as Maſter Cartwright truely calls 
Lib.3.p.210 them) for which Door Boyce falls toule upon him withan 
invettive declatation , not with refutation ; which courſe 
in his con 1926S Dot with learning , much lefle with a Alin;er, calling 
moat on Di- 18 4 74d [pcech. ſavorring more of the ſhop, than of the $choole - 
minus YVo- but the abilities of the man is farre above his calumny ; and 
biſcam- why doth he not fall a rayling at him for anſwering the Khe+ 
9:i/ts, 1n charging the Maſfle-booke with the ſelfe-lame fault, 
Marth 6 7. Where he calls them ſhort ſhreds, patched up together, to make 
4 weariſome ſervice upon the lang laſt ; what patched pers 
ons? how ſcatteringly and diſorderly divided, to the num= 
ber of thirty or forty ? what interrupting pauſes, and poſting 
on againe, with, Let us pray? In this they are hke unto little 
Girles, who ſetting themſelves as though they would tew, 
they cut abundance of cloth into uſeleſle ſhreds, doing no 
good, but hurt ; and yet for further difcovery of this unme- 
thodicall and unmannerly dealing, let us put this quere to the 
maintainers of this patched Service ;z that Maſter Car:wright 
puts to the Papilts for the mammocks of their Maſſe-booke. 
If {wch a ſuit (laith he) were offered to a mortall man, would he 
n8t rather thinke himſelfe mocked by the ſuppliant, than honou- 
red? After the fame manner ſpeakes God to the Jcwes : 
Aalac.r.8, Offer 1h:s now to thy Governour, will he be pleaſed with thee, or 
accepts thy perjon, ſaith rhe Lord of Hojts ? and jt any object, 
that 
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that God ſpeakes there of the Blinde and the Lame, the an- 
ſwer is eaſily made ; whatſoever 1s not of God, in his /er- 
VICE, for m4tty or MANRNEY , it 15 binge and /ame : for the clo- 
{are of this diſmembring of Gods ſervice, we annexethe toſ- 
ſing or driving the Service betwene the Preeſt and the Peoples 
for either the Peop/e pray with the Priec#, or they repeat his 
prayer, or they adde tome reſponſes or axſwers, all unſuitable 
to Gods ſervice. Sir Th:mas 49 re was 1o zealous in this 
way, that he did otticiate at the Maile in his Surphce. It the 
Miniſter be Gods mouth and the peoples, and ſtand between 
them #2 this:gs pirtaining mnto G-»d, 1S1t not a groile abſ{urdi- Heb.2. : 7, 
ty ? That when an Ambaſlador of State 1s delivering an Am- 
baſlage to the King , that the Randers by or attendance , 
though much concerned jn the buſincfle , ſhould {et 1n with 
the Ambafladors ſpeech, or repeat what he fſaith,or interrupt 
his ſpeech, with a pauſe of a reſponte. This interrupting 
courſe in Gods worthijp js every way more grofle, as much 
as the high and dreadtull God is greater than the greatett 
King ; and we are to take notice that God wrll not be moekea, Gal. 6,7, 
To thut up the pojnt, one thing we camot but wonder at, 
why the Popiſh Prelaticall Prieſts doe admit the common 
people a ſhare in ſaying of Service , who will not have the 
people jn any caſe to 777, much leſſe to Jz#dge of the deity;nes ARy7.1.3. 
of their Teachers, abuſing the very Scripture that makes a- 
cainit them ; for they call themſelves the Clergy, alluding to 
the name wiz, Which figntheth the /ot or portzon , arroga= 1 Pet. 5." 
ting to themſelves the Lord to be their portion , and they to 
be the Lords. But by way of oppoſition they account the 
people no better than whallowed or caryall people 4 calling Plal.1s. 3, 
themſelves abwiively by the name of 1:r/44all, which with 
the former naine porrwoy, agreeth to all Gods people ; but we 2 Cor. 2.15 
conceive the na to bee this , that by filling their bratnes ©®* 6.7. 
with the froth of that ſtuffte, and their mouthes with that 
confuſed noyſe of words, ( which the molt of them regard 
no more than the foole of #/7zaſer, that could ting all the 
: Service) and how thould God regard It : this they doe (we 
ſay) to ſhut them out from the ſoxle-ſaving Word , and the 


Word from them, and then the Prixſts beave rule , or tyran= 
ze 
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njze over them at their pleaſure. Now we have done with 
the Arguments ariſing from the Efſexiiall Bulke , or [ ntegrall 
parts of the Booke : whence wee defire your Honours to 
conſider , how from foure zmpregnable arguments, namely, 
from the name, the riſe, the matter and forme, or marner, We 
have neceſſarily evinced the ezeAtion of the Service-booke, all 
which wee briefly ſumme up thus : That worſhip of God 
which for Name, Originall, Matter and Mar wer, is naught al 
over, is not to be ſuffered, head nor tayle, but wholly to bee 
caſt out of Gods Houſe.

Nam propter gud aliguid tale 
eit,illud ipſum et mags rale,That which makes a thing evill is 
worlſec it ſelfe : For methods fake we will reduce the evills 
of the Service-booke 11to foure heads , diitinguithed from 
their ſeverall objects : as, firſt, it ſhewes its evill effes 
upon the AZnriters - ſecondly, upon the Ordinances : third - 
ly, upon the Peop/e : fourthly, againſt God moſt of all.

A Prieſt jh Le»dox, vvhen hee heard the Service- 
booke ſhould downe, made this his maine argament', or ra- 
ther id/ement; vvhy, it ſhould not : If they remove the Ser- : 
vice-booke (faith hee) What ſball all the reading PAmiſters ? Theff.; 3 
doe ? they mu#t goe begge, ſtarve, or fteale, for worke they Cans 19: 
got : (the words were to this effet) not remembring the 
Apoſtles principle , Hee that will not labonr ſhall not eate. 
Some yeares agoe, a very godly man being convented be- 
fore that Hrgl-commiſſien , was asked by fome of them what 
he thought of the Service-book ? the man being atraid to de- 
liver his opinion of ſuch a piece of ordnance mounted, fully 
charged upon him , the great Canoriers ſitting by, ready to 
give fire; yet with much adoe, plucking up his ſpirits, hee 
told them treely, that it was a halter ro lean a blinde horſe to

Christ, The Apoſtle bids us beware of ſuch ; but indeed 
ours are worſe than thoſe falſe Apoſtles : for they preached phil 1.15 
C bri#t, thongh of ex,223 , but ours preach crror, hereftes, blaſphe- 
mites, aud calumnies out of exvy, ard net Chrift, Were there 
cyer the bke accuſations heard of for »:mber and nature , AS 

hath beene Jaid againſt thoſe szparalic/'d CHirifters, for vile- 
eſſe , both in livixg and preachizg? The Goltah his ftaffe, 
wherewith they maintaine all _ and all their brags y_ 
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the Healt of If-ue/jigthe Service-booke. which is the Helena 
of the Hierarcbicy the ftrict and totall obſervation whereof, 
Lineainge. Articles doe punctually appoint. To. thoſe wee 
might ad Joyne Now- refrdents and Plaraltsts, who knowing 
that: Se+2/4ce willlerve the turne, can have choyce of Kreaders 
to ſerve thetr Cures at a cheap rate, In Kenr a common F-d- 


ler read Fervice for twelve pence a week : In another. place, 


2-Black-ſmith did the like 3 yea, the Prelates themiclves trade 
in this commodity, when they have an 0/4 off- cast ſervant, 
the ruines of a prophare wreich good for nothing, then make 
a Pre on him. Witneſſe a Prelaves Porter, made Preest of 
Paddim;tors One that we all know, 4re4z4 r/:- , Chaplainc 
to a great 'Otticer of' State , but now a proud Prelate, in the 
time of his Chaplaiory,,poflefled three Beneticcs, to the va- 
lag of {even hundred pounds a-yeare , or thereabout, allows- 
ing nething-out af/all this tor the feeding of ſo many fiockes, 
{xvei ten pounds a piece, or thereabouts, to three poore Cu- 
rats, Witha number of calt Service-bookes , which are no 
goqd meat, neither cold nor hot; yea, had not this Service- 
booke beene, this man and others could never have beene fo 
waconſcionable. 

Yet further, the Service-book hath beene the bane of ma- 
ny good A;niers, and that of two forts, Conſormers, and 
Nos conformers, the later of whom were deprived of their 
Airiftery,dearerto them than their lives ; caſt out of their 
Free-helas , againſt the Law of the Land, Excommunicated , | 
Impriſoned , their Families drfſolvea, cafhicred from all Cal- 
lings ;, yea, their very, being.through calumnjes and injuries 
thrult at x 1o that with E:imbria agaimlt Sc tvuola y they Quaim- 
relled with them , Q#94 torum ferrum in ſe non receperant , 
thatithey received not the whole deadly weapon into their 
body; and what the quarrell, but the Service-booke ? To 
which the <Mnfters mult not onely conforme, but alſo ſub- 
{cribe ; as to foure bookes more, ſome of which (it may be) 
they had never ſeene : that, ua:h1hg 1 them was contrary tv 
the Word of God, Idonftrum horrendum, O fearefull ſinne to 
father fa//bood and /yes upon God ,, for which the Lord may 
jultly.quarrell with-this-Nation-1. . 

Now, 
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Now: for the godly and pajnefall Miniſters, yet confors 
ming and fudſcribing ; the Service-booke was a 'heavie bur- 
then to them , and they groaned under the ricour of the Ser- 
vice : It may be faid of the Service-booke, as it was {aid of 
Garh jn another kinde , namely, 1t was Metheg Amath, the 
bridle of the hilly tratt, or frength of rhe Philiftins : fo the 
Booke was the ſtrength of the Phi; Prelacie, and'a bri- 


dle with a Curbing bir, to ſtop, to wind and twrrne them at their 
pleaſure ; yea, ſometimes to cut them in'the mouth; if they 
delivered any ſuch part of Gods Counſell, as touched their 


copy-hold;betides the fcotfing calumnies that the Prelats and 


their Janizaries would put upon them; how did they grieve 
the ſoules of divers worthy men, that divers ofthem were 
forced to breake through that Eg yprian bordage, with danger 
of their liberties and lives , if they had beene reached by the 
Prelates ill Angels , but flying with the #omran into the W+l- 
dern:ſſ», the j1:94 of the Service-booke out of: the 9th of the 
Serpent, was ſent after the1a, but doth fire and water conſpi- 
redto the devouring of it; witneſle its arriyallat New £:g- 
{4:4 , two fellowes being druoke, addrefled- themſelves by 
water todifperſe ſome bundles of them ; one of therſivea- 
ring, that he would have a pipe of Tobacco in deſpightof the 
Devill,ftriking fire;the-{parks'fdLinto alberrdl} ofiGun-pow- 
der, which blew both men.and bookes 411 into the ayre ; -the 
men were faved by fwimmingin the water, and the Liturgie 
ſanck when it:could not {wimnme, and fo we hope it ſhall. 
Some-of us heard a painefull M:-a1ter complaine, with abun- 
dance of teares, -a little before his death, 'Thar {© long as he, 
and ſnob us be. carried the Prelates firdell after them", they 


would-never downe. We will ſhut-up this point withave- 


ry remarkable obſervation; though God mad 


e conforming 


HMinifters , being the Difpenſers of his Word the meanes , to 
turne many from their -»1/{ wayes ,- yet-this proved: for the 
moſt part , but in the point of fe. and cover{ari-2, and not 
in. point of parity of wor fhrp , according to our Lord and Ma- 
{ters pra@ice upon his' patient ,, that Samaritan -womanz 
whom hereclaimeth not onely from #xc/eanneſſe:of life, but 
alſofrom a po/lared worſhip ; th 
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touched in'conſciencefor her evill life, but alſo deſires to bee 
re&ified in the caſe. of Religion. Chrilt healeth her of both 
thoſe diſeaſes , and, having given check (as a Father obſer- 
ved). both to the arrogancic, of the Samaritans, and of the 
Jewes; for the latter was faulty as well as the former, though 
not in the like degree , hee layeth downe an undeceivable 
rule for both, that they, and all who will worjip God accep- 
tably, muſt worſhip hi in ſpirit and m truth ; 1 S$þirit, that 
1S oppoſed to bodily fervice.,.as waſhings, ANNOntinygs, fare 
ments,00. In truth, that is oppoſed to. /hedowes and figures, 
whereof Christ is the ſubaxce and the body ; ſuch coxverts 


then as will reape comfort out of reſpe&t -had unto al/ Gods 


Commandements, they mult come downe from the mountains 
of impure worſhip. eAnuitim hath a pretty ſaying upon this, 
that he that will draw neare ro God, muit come downe from 
his owne mountaine, or from the mountaineof hu owne device 
in Goas worſhip; it 1s 4 duty laid on Chrilts Meſſengers , jn 
preparing of his way , to lay thoſe mwntaines levell as well as 
others ; but the good men durlt not meddle with the Gere- 
zim of the Service-booke , becauſe they were captives to it , 
and partly becauſe the Philsims that kept it would fall upon 
them. | 

We come inthe ſecond place to the Ordinaxces , blocked 
up-by the booke, as cloſe as the M:nifers ; we mult give but 
a touch ; as our Liturgian Maſſe-mongers, eſtecme more of 
the Service than Preaching, lo they jultle out, and keepe out 
Preaching with i. For the former , let Howfon ſpeake , not 
being.aſhamed.to affert, that Preaching is no part of divine 
worſhip , agreeable to that Canon of the conſtitution , Aus 
2603. making a cleare and poſitive diftintion betweene 
Preaching and Worſhip, 1 thele words, in time of divine Wor- 
jp or Preaching. And for the later, we vvill cite but one 
reftimony for brevities ſake , namely, from the ſame Canons; 
I f any Minter having ſubſcribed to the Articles, and to the Li- 
rhrg), and to the Rites and Ceremonies therein comtained, doe af- 
ferward omit any thing,he is liable to the penalty of ſwſpenſron for 
one moneth ; and after that,if he am»un4 not, to excommunication: 
and laſtly,if be continne ſo tbe third moneth,to torall deprivation; 


they 
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they have their patterne from Pope P:z the fifth, who made 
the ſame impious ſanit ion, tor the Breviary, that at notime, nor 
in any caſe, any thing thereof [honld be omitted : yea, the Con- 
gregations of London have had too much experience of Sex. 
vice tor Sermons, which exchange z very robberie, contrary to 
the Proverbe 3 for it 1s ordinary with the lourney=men Lewites 
and Letaric-prieſts to ſpin out all thetune, 1n making up that 
courſe thred, of the Ser vice, that 1s allotted for Sermz - and 
this they do of malice, like the dog in the manger ; but were 
it good, they would never be fo eager upon it ; for the Comn- 
trey' Prieſts will caft it thorow a riddle, and curtall it to the - 
waſte, to gaine a long atter-noone tor prophane ſports ; but 
judge ye Honoarable Sexatozrs. it this be not a nuſerable caſe, : 
that Hagar ſhould not onely ſuit over Sarah , but alſo thruſt 
her out of her owne houſe. How unreaſonable , yea , how 
dangerous a thing is it , that the wholſome and jorule-ſaving 
. Word of the Lord leſw, ſhould give place to a fardellof mens 
devices inthe worthip of God ? 
We come now 1n the /1rd placs, to the People : there are Se, 
three things of note in every common-1wealth, aeic, 124: riues, 
the People, Religion, and Law,the Service-booke intrencheth 
upon all theſe : as firft upon the Law, in fo many particulars, 
though we cannot name them all, that it jultly may be cal- 
led Nomomaitix, a ſcourge to the Law, we will inſtance us 
one or two particulars : firſt by the Law of Exgland, ne

Baiis, vvhom they ſtifled in the Gate-houſe, and all this, be- 
cauſe they could not eate and fvvalloyy dovvn,to the choking je ve, 420. 
of their conſcience the Arſnical gobblers of that poylonable 
Booke, vvhich is vvorle than the Iron furnace, (for 1o the 
ſpirit termes it.) Gods people came out of that, but the fur- 
nace heated for the #or adoring by their Service-ooke, as 
Nebuchadnezzurs tor not adoring of his / doll, did ordinarily 
conſume ſuch as vvere calt into it; ſo that it became hke the 
Lyons Denne, vvhereof the Poet tpeakes : 

Omnia te advorſum jheftazia, nullareirorſum.. 
Many impreſſions of ingreiſe, but none of regrefle ; but 
is thisall? no, though it be too much, if any out of their 
zeale to Gods worſhip , {tand up in oppoſition againtt that Ge 
lah, vvilling to redeem and buy the truthat vvhatſoever rate 
they ſhall buy it. Indeed, if the adverſaries may have their 
vvill, not only vvith ha»ds {poiling of their houſes, expoſing of 
their families to all manner of xaiferiesout allo vvith b/owes,and 
that not of an erdizary ſizr, but vvith rorments and tertmres 
unparalleld , as cxatring , branding, ſlitting , whipping, belides 
{hametull p:/loring, vvith, cenſures of fines upon one, more 
than they vvere all vvorth ; after all this, they cannot fatisfie 
their rage in deviſing Go/go:ba's bad enough, vvherein to 
draine out their hearts bloods, being deprived of the com- 
pany:of their vvives, familiesand friends, and ufed vvorſe 
than dogs. Of ſuch heavie inflijctions upon Miniſters and 
Gods people, vve profeſſe vye never read nor heard, neither 
q under the Heathen Rome, nor Amichriſtian Romes pcrſecution ; 

for though they tortured the Martyrs of (hri/?, yet they rid 


them out of their miſeries. vvith their lives, yea. the cn 
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\dlt kind of American Savages,called the Mohaukes, though 
they fattened their captive Chreitians to the flaughter,yct they 
cat them-up at once ; but the Service-booke Savages cat the 
fervants of God by piece-meal, keeping them alive (if it 
may be called a life) Ur entrant ſe mores, that they may be the 
more ſenſible of their dying. One inſtance, and but one oc- 
curs to our reading, that hath ſome reſemblance of this deal- 
ng. Caizlws, to revenge his brothers death, deſired Sy/a to 
let him have 4farins his brother to revenge hinuelfe upon, 
vvho is {aid thus to torment him :

Like old dogs, have filled their ſhambles with many : the 
aforefaid Poet gives a good reaſon tor it in theſe words : 
Nulizs ſemel ore receptits, pollutis patithr ſanguts manſucſcere 
fauces , Engliſhed thus : Never againe grow thoſe jawes 
pure that blood did once diſtaine : And why are theſe harme- 
lefle men made worſe then ſheep to the ſlaughter ; but that 
they meddle with Diana, the Service-book, and the Maſter 
and Wardens of that Company, who may truly {ay with De- 
merrings, ws meh we pam; Snti; wp, By ths craft we get Gur 
goods ; ſo we have better grounds than Zipporah had, calling 
Moſes abloody hucband,to ſay and maintain it,that the Service- 
booke is a bloody booke. Another ſort of Gods people there 
were , who were ſo terrified with the crucll uſage of thei 
brethren , that either they durſt not ſearch into the rotten- 
nefle of this Piece , andſo like blinde men that ſwallowed 
many fiies;and ſome,it may bezthat did ſee the evill of it,durſt 
not avotd it, for feare of a worlſe turne from the Scribes and 


Laftly, 
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Laſtly, fome people profeſſing the Lord If, and having been ge. 
very ufctull in Gods Houle, by the neceflary avoiding of this 
quick-ſand, have for want of good take heed, been caſt upon = 
the rocks of Separation, Anabaptiſme, andother unſound ſe- 
rents , Which hath made a very great breach in profeſlion, 
For which fce more iN Zyos plea © and though the riſe of Se- P.34,25,85 
paratiſme and other Sets, be there Juſily charged upon the 
Hierarchie.yet by ſhunning of this ſowre palture,they tallun- 
adviſedly toule, on 5reakeng of the hedge. | 

Now we come to the wor/er ſort of people, of whom we Sect. 
may rrusy tay, that which the Phariſees laid falfly of Chrilt, 
A curſed people, not knowing the Law, all the provocations in 
the Land, have not made havock of ſo many ſoules, efpectal- 
ly under colour of good, as this hath done ; it /gnoraxce be rhe 
mother of d:i#Fruttion, then much guilt lieth upon the Service- 
booke. Where there as ns viſion, the people muit periſh, or in ÞPro.29.18, 
the firſt language, are /eft nah:d. So how many Congregations 
are {tript ſtark naked of the Word in this Land, in fome of 
which it is well knowne, there hath ſcarce been a Sermon in 
an age ; and 1n moſt places where they have preaching, it is 
neither Seed to beget, nor Bread to feed upon. And what makes 
this »akeanefſe but the Lytargie? which is curity, both to good 
Miniſters and Mmiftery : For as the {vie which winding it 
ſelfe about the Y:ne, drawes the ſap and ſpirit out of it, ſothe 
advancement of this Lytargie, leaves neither /rfe nor ſpirit in 
the Ordivazce of the Word ; and being /ibe prieff like people, 
love to have it ſo : forthe I 7targie will never bring them out 
of the deadly Lerhargie of finne ; it will never awake the 
ſoule, nor pierce the conſcience, and therefore they love it, 
as Micah did his /dell, But let a man of God, by the light of } 
the Word, diſcover their wretched condition, he had as good 
ttirremn a Hornets zeſt, they will quickly hunt him and purſue 
him to the Lyons Der, if they can ; but (God be bleſſed for it) 
the Beaſts are in chaſe rh:mſelver. The love and liking of evil 
»en unto this Booke, 1s an evidence of the badzeſſe of it, for 
it it were Gods Ordizance they would hate it, as they doe the

land, zf the Kingdomeof Antichrift were not utterly caſhiered, 

and retall reformation made in Gods worſhip, that our perſecuti- 

6: ſhypldbe greater, and our triall hotter, then in the dayes 

when he and other ſuffered ; if we will not remove that 

which is aft abomunation to God, as this Booke 1s proved to 

bezit 15 juſt with 0d to caſtus away. One more of this kind 

from a P:er of this land, who on his death bed cryed, Fo rs 
England, becauſe they turned all their religion into politie : dan- 

geror2 experience hath taught us the truth of theſe prediQt- 

ons : for from that halting reformation after Queen ALaryes 

x + 26..8. death, wherein we pleaſed our ſelves with 4zrizpa his almoſt, 
in the originall +a, but a little , the Babylonians and Edo- 

mites, Prelates and Jeſuits, under thefavour of their Canons, 

got at length, ſuch footing, and made ſuch head for Popery, 
Arminiamifme, and that eſpecially, by cauſing the N:/zs of 

that Service-booke to {well; and heatingthe furnace of per- 
ſecution, thatReligion and Poltie, the two twins of Gods fa- 

Txllie. vour, were ground like to Archimedes his tomb, ſo overgrown 
Cap.12.14. lwith tchornesthir it could not be found ; yea the woman in the 
Kevelation was brought againe unto thet trait, as to think on 

nothing but of flight to the wildernefſe : And further, how 

nigh were our neighbonrs and brethren the Scots, to the pits 

brinke of ruine, both of Religion and State, and that by re- 
admitting of theſe {ynonicall Prelates, and the Trojan horfe, 

the Service booke to'enter, out of which, if God had not 

1Sam.20.3 beaten the braines,we were like to have had anew Babyloriſh 
captivity; yea, We may both truly ſay with David, There w.ts 

but a ſtep berween #s and death, had not God ſet jn,as a preſent 


helpe in our diſtreſſe, and raiſed you and others, the men of 


his right hand, in the very nicke of need, our enemies (as the 

p2a.124.3. Pſalmiſt hath it) had ſwailowed us wp alive. 
Sed. As we are gone thus far with the danger paſt, and partly 
preſent ; ſo we deitre your Honoursleave, to preſent the ap- 
PEarance (as We conceive) of fyture danger, and that partly 
to 
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te the Church, and State in generall, and partly more parti- 
cular, to your ſelves, if this Service-book be not removed : 
to make both theſe dangers more viſible, let us compare our 
preſentment with the ninth Poſitzon of” Zjons plea, in theſe 
vyords, /f the Hierarchy be not removed, and the Scepter of 
( brifts Government (namely Diſcipline) advanced to its place, 
there can be xo healing of omr Joare, no taking up of our Contro- 
verſie, with God, yea our deſolations, by his rareſt [udgements,are 
like ro be the afloniſhment of all Nations, 

AS the parts of the Poſition are ſoundly provedyſo the fame 
may be 1aid of the Service-booke, and the very fame Argu- 
ments concerning our danger willſerve the one, afiwell as the 
other ; wherefore we intreat your Honours to review the 
Poſition, and its proofes, the Hierarchy and the Service- 
Booke are reſembled already, to Mother and Child, fo may 
they be to two twins,begotten and born of Prideand Super- 
ſtitzon, nurſed and brought up in the lap of Covetouſneſle ; 
theſe twins are bery zogerher, live together, and muſt dye toge= 
ther : agreat Judge returning from the Circuit of the Em- 
perours ſervice, and hearing his Wite to be alive, replyed, 
ff vivat tha, morior ego, if ihe live, Iam dead: ſo if they live 
(we meane their Callings,then our life may prove worſe then 
death. God will beare with many fins, in a People profeſling 
Chriſt, but with keeping Chriſt out of his Throne, by intru- 
ding Oftticers and a Superſtitious worſhip, he will not beare, 
efpecially of a long continuance ; but will be avenged of ſuch 
a People, if they be as the pple of his eye, witnefle Samnels 
ſpeech to the Ifraclites, who beſides their deſiring a King be- 
fore the Lords time, were faulty in many other things, as 
appearecth verſe the 20. yet he telleth them, 1f they. and their 
King, will follow the Lord, they ſhould b:th contizne (tor that is 
the tl reading) where by following the Lord, 1s meant, ef- | 
pecially the /erving of him according to his will: but if they 7 $33 12 
ſhould turne aſide from following the Lord jn a corrupt way / = R's 
of his worſhip, then the hand of the Lord ſhould be againlt *_ 
them, as it bad beene againſt their Fathers, yea they /honld be 
conſumed, both they and their King ; and as Sammel to terrifie Ver'e 17. 


them called for thunder and raine; 'fo we have felt, both

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thunder andraine, Judgement yet mixt with mercie, both 
from the mediate, and junmediate hand of God , and do feel 
it at this preſent,and to the end we {houjd clear his Houſe bf 
corrupt worthip. The yoake of the Philiſtuns was never re- 
moved from the necke of the Itraclites, till they put away 
their ſtrange Gods, and »A/h:arorb their ſpeciall Idoll ; But 
when their hunuliation was jovned with Reformation,then 
the Lord gave, not onely deliverance, but alſo Victory over, 
and freedome from their Enemies.

Sf. A word now of the particular Danger, whereof we 
make bold to give you notice ; as God hath honoured you, in 
calling you, to be the Reformers of Church and State, fo the 
Ca1,4.19. work ws area, AS Nehemiah1aid, and the danger proportiona- 
ble, if it be neglected.

So the Lord giveth the 
cerennle17 Prophet ſertmy A,clarge t9 ſpeak ailthat the' Lord ſhould com. 
249d, and backeth it z witha threatning , be ner diſmayed at 
their faces, lest. 1 confennd thee, boththe. Hebrew and the 
Septyagint bath it, &/#-T make thee afraid. Saul his difobedi- 
ENCe-in ſparing Agag 41d the far of the catrle (notwythitand- 
ing-a}} his faire pretexts ),viththe fgaretull puniſhment in- 
Aiced by God. upon him , may: be a terrour to all men i 
place, that they do not the /\work of the Lord by halves, and 
Num,14-24.qUArtCrS » but that with Caleb they follow the Lord tothe full, 
The Lord hath lazd hjzs Commang upon youto put away. the 
Excommunicate thing, and to cleanſe bis houle of Idols and 
1dolethites z and blefled be that, /God whom you ſerve ; ye 
have begnn, by: your Edi&s, though men of diſobedience 

hinder the worke : but follow home the-worke, we intreat 
yqu,,,and remembes. theſe FAchans, but, above all put away 

that f/braroth, the vervigebooks: forithat wemay well ol 
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Fandi noſtri calamit as, the very Caterpiller of Gods Husbai!- 
dry. To fhut up this Motive, from the point of danger, be 
pleaſed to take notice, how God beares 1n upon Moſes, that 
great Commiltion to Pharyah to let his people go, and that Exod., 
both by words and ſignes, namely, #7 :1rnimg his rod into a 
ſerpent, his handmade l:prons, and the waters rwrned into blood ; 
which were not onely to confirm him, in kis meſſage,againft 
the feare of his adverſaries, but more particularly to teach 
him, that if he withdrew himſelfte, in part, or jn whole, 
from the worke, the Plague of Leprofie, of Blood, and 
Biting with Serpents, ſhould be upon him yea, God put 
Mſes upon a preſent tryallot Obedience and Faith, by cau- 
ſing” him to take the Serpent by the rayle, notwith[tanding 
of the danger tv be bitten by 1t : we {peake to the wile, who 
can apply it better then we.

Of the Covenant. 


He third Motive for removallof this Booke, may be 
* taken from the Prore/tation dated May 5+: 1641. Con- 
firmed, ſent abroad , and ſolemnly ſworne unto; yea, and 
bound up with a publique Covenant, on the publike day of 
Thankſgiving,, by Minilters and People, 1o that it is.an in- 
yiolable Covenant ſtricken betweene God. and us, :like unto 
that in.Nehemia', which is there called a [ure Covenant, a Nehe. 9.38 
rritten (,ovenant, towhich our Princes, Aſunſfers and People 
ſeale unto , from which we cannot depart, except we will 
incarre that feartull Judgement threatned againſt Covenant- Pfal.1 5.4- 
breakers, Emblemed. out unto us ;in Scripture, by dividing 
of the Sacritices, and.cauſing the parties to goe berwixe rheny, Gen-1 5.17 
admoniihing, that God willſo divide themin his wrath, if 
they forſake the Covenant : The ſubject of the Covenant jer.,, :2 
conliiteth of three parts: In the firſt we are {worne andtyed FFy a 
to maintaine all the Righrsof Religion, King, and State : In 
the fecond,to oppoſe all Perſons and Things, that do oppoſe 
gs i» 3 the 
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the three former mentioned, and more fpecifically, to oppoſe 
with all our life and power, all Popery and Popith Innovatj- 
ons, which Expreſſions are thrice mentioned ; once in the 
Proteſtation, or oath, and twice in the Explanation : the 
third and laſt piece of the fubjeR, is the Peace of the three 
Kingdomes, England, Scotland, and Ireland, which we by 
Oath are alſo bound to maintaine : Hence two Arguments 
will offer themſelves; one more diredly, and the other by 
way of conſequence. 

For the former, if all Popery and Popiſh Innovations are 
to de oppoſed, then it will follow, that the Service booke and 
Ceremonies {hould be oppoſed,and by confequence, by your 
Authority aboliſhed, Verba Statuti ſunt amplianda , nou re- 
ſtrmgenaa, the words of Acts and Statntes for good, and 
againlt evil, are to be taken in the largeſt extent : but the 
words themſelves, are univerſall enough. Now that the Ser- 
Vice-Bookand Ceremonies therein contained, and prefſed 
upon mens Conlſciences, are Popery, We, and many others 
have cleared;yea they arePopiſhInnovations, Nam omnia que 
4 Chrifto non ſunt, nova ſunt, all things that are not from our 
King Chriſt in his Worſhip, are meere Innovations, as Ter- 
txllian was wont to call Praxeasgheiternum Praxeam,a yelter- 
dayes upſtart: ſo one,and all of them, are Exotick and upſtart 
things ; It is true indeed by :the Malignity of the Maſters 
of thoſe Ceremonies, the bulke was increaſed, and would 
bave been like the Crocodiles, who grow ſo long as they 
have a being ; if you had not come 1n place of the Tutyrites, 
2 creature terrible to the Crocodiles, which leapeth upon their 
backs and brings them to the ſhoare ; but otherwite for the 
inde, they are all non ejuſdem farine, ſed furfuris, the lame 
kinde of Bran ; and as the Woman ſaid of the Foxes, 1f one 
be good ; all are good. For the further confirmation, that they 
are Popiſh, we have proof; from that Treatiſe of Ceremonies 
annexed to the Service-Booke : in ſome antient Copies we 
have read, that they thought good to'retaine ſome Popiſh (ere- 
monies : but in another Coppy they call them the 9/d Ceremo- 
nes retained full, all one in effec. 


The latter argwnent, fromthe Prozeffation, by way of - 
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quell, is from our mutuall Covenant, and Oath, joyntly, and 
ſeverally to maintaine the Peace of the three Kingdomes, 
which is impoſſible to be done, in the Opinion of our Bre- 
thren the Scots, without Identity of Diſcipline and Wor- 
ſhip ; witnefle the very words of the Arguments, by the 
Scottiſh Commiſſioners, given to the Lords of the Treaty, 
perſwading Conformity in theſe, to be the chicfe meanes of 
Peace. 

We vvill tranſcribe ſome paſſages, for all vve cannot, lea- 


ving the thing it ſelfe to your honours revievv.(s z-(fay they ) 


io be wiſhed, that there were one Confeſſion of Faith ; one forme 
of Catechiſme , one direftory for all the parts of Gods publique 
Worſhip: as Prayer, Preaching , adminiftration of Sacra- 
ments, &C. 

The Arguments that they uſe,are firſt,from the ConjunEti- 
on of ſpirit and preſence, both of great and ſmall; of Aſſemblies 
1m the C ou1t and other where ; where there is Oneneſſe of worſhip L 
but by the comrary,there is arvifior, where the worſhip is diverſe, 

Secondly, Unity of worſhip will extinguiſh thoſe Nick: names; 
as Puritanes and Shiſmaticks, prit pon profeſſors, 

Thirdly, This will maks the Miniiters of both Nations, with 

face to face, laboxr firenusnuſly, and cheerfally to build up the Bo= 
dy of Chriſt, 

Fourthly,and laſtly, This will break the back of the Recuſayts 
hope of bringing Rome into England, all which works ſtropgly 
for peace, the ſenſe whereof we cite, though not the very 
words : Þut if chi anity of Worſhip be not (Jay the Commit- 
ſioners ) there tz no wy in Polity or Church to be looked for : 
for as all the former combultions, and ſtormy tempeſts, for- 
merly aroſe from that Popiſh Service-vooxe, borne 11 upon 
them, whereby all the three States were much indangered ; 
{o they profefle in plam termes, that itherr Reformation ſo 
drarly bonght, [hall again be ſpoiled and defaced from England ; 
ard whatſoever peace ſhall be 1greed upon, they do not conceive, 
how without Reformation #t ſhall ever be firm and durable . for 
that Service Governement , and Officers, being none of 
Chriſts ; but the maine Evill, and the caule of all Evill m 


the three Nations: that Maxime oblerved by the Commul- 
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ſfioners, we may feare will prove too true, the fane cauſes 
will not tayle to produce the ſame EffeRs : witneſſe Symeorn 
and Levyes d'g ging through the wal!, that 1s, the preſent con= 
ſpired Plots of Treaſon, like to blow up all, if they be not 
hindered, even when you and your Brethren are making up 
the breach : Now as we are tyed by Oath to the preſervation 
of this Peace, according to our Power ; We can look for no 
Peace with God, nor bleiling from God ; if we give way to 
that, or fuffer that,acco:ding to our power,that dreaketh this 
peace. They ſay in the Preface of the Ceremonies, char weth- 
ort Ceremonies it is imp'ſuble to keep Order, or quiet Diſcipline 
inthe Church. So We reply, that Mans Ceremonies in Geds 
Worſhip, will ſpo le the peace and quietnefle, both of Dit- 
cipline and Worthyp, witneſle the putting of the Arke upon 
the Philiſtimes Cart,though it was a new one. Eraſmys tel- 
leth us, quod mala non ſunt tautum aboiendg , ſed etiani que 
ſpeciem malt in ſe habert, things evill of themelves,are not on- 
ly to be aboliſhed,bat thole that have in them Appearance of 
Evill. In all this, Noble Senators,We take not upon us to put 
uncouth glofles upon your Edicts, but under favour, we uſe 
the words without forcing, to overturne that which croſſeth 
the Truth and Peaceof Religion and State : as Meanes con- 
duce to the End, fo impediments fruſtrate the end, if they be 
not removed. And now fince (under favour) We have pre- 
ſumed to inlarge our ſelves in this point of Peace, We beg 
I-ave of your Honours to ſpeake a word, or two of the Imn- 
probabilities of Peace here among our ſelves, without re- 
movall of that ſtumbling block, the Service-Booke. People 
can worſe be without the Ordinance, then withoat Liber- 
tics, Lives and Being. When Pompey the Great, was about 
to ſupply Rome with food, in a great Famine, tae }\ alter 
of the Ship told him, when he went aboard (a gicat Storme 
appearing ) that he could not fayle and live. Fempey replyed, 
Ihciy, mais ara xa. Cn: gue aria y* 
There is nece.Tity of Sayling, but not of Living : and in this 
caſe what inal they doc ? for with this Mock-ordinance, or 
Will-worthi;, of the Serwrce-b10ke, they dare not. joyne : 
Thers are ſuch multunacs of people (faith Smectymnnuss) that 
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diſtaſte this Booke that unleſſe it be taken 4c ourfe withall, there 
z nohope of any mutual agreement, between Gods Miniſters 
and their people, We will ſay no more of this : but let the 
ſudden tumule raiſed by that make-bate Service-Book in 
Scotland,be afeaſonable Caveat to us and all other Nations, 
to-ſtrike with Authority,left that which ſhould be done with 
the Right hand,be done unhappuy with the Lett hand, 

Here might be place for another Motive,namely,ftrom the 
reward, ſed reite feciſſe premium, to doe nobly 1s reward 
enough , God imployeth not man, propter iadigentiam, ſed 
propter munificentiam, 1o much for any need of him,as for ho» 
nouring of him,by that imployment:up then,as the Lord bidd= 
eth you, your Honour ſhall be blazoned through the world, 
you thall be called the Saviours. upon Mount Zion in ſetting 
Chriſt on his Throne , and the Kingdome ihall be the Lords.

Anſwer of the Surplice, 


PEc had almoſt forgotten to ſay ſomewhat of one 
| / ragge of the Ceremonies,namely,the Surplice, of all 
the Idolatrots Rites not the leaſt, yea,worſe(we dare averre) 
than-that Plague fore Clout which was fent, as ſhould ap- 
peare,to infect Maſter Pym,and the reſt of the Houſe; for this 
ragge is ſo infectious in Gods worlkyp, that many thouſands 
of Gods ie” end eoms joyne withit, and that upon good 
grounds,as ſhall appeare : for as it hath beenargued againft 
all the rabble of the Ceremonies, it 1s mans device, and hath 
beene an Idoll m Gods worfhip. | 
| Therefore in the worfhip of God, it mutt be an Idollftill, 
The Antecedent no man will deny, for jt hath beene the 
Maſter Idoll in worſhip amongſt the Papilts , fanifying all 
other Idols, and withont which;it is unlawtfull to. offic;are. 
The Confequent is as clear from inducjon of particulars 
25 hath beene mſtanced from groves and things of that na- 
tare,yea, from the Brafen Serpent, though of God his Infti- 
tutton-: now according to the rule of Art,either let the De- 
fendant give aninftance extra propoſitum, beſides the thing 1n 


queſtion ; or acknowledge the truth of the Conſequent 
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withoht contradiction. 

\- This hath beene a grand Inſtrument of nuch miſchiefe 
againlt the Miniſters and People of God, as we can ſhew at 
large,depriving the people ofihetr faithfull Miniſters , and 
the Miniſter and theirs of all meanes of livelihood. "The un- 
lawfulneſle of this Babyloniſh Garment will further appear, 
if we looke to the or1ginall whence we have 1t. 

Wee mult either have it from heathen Rome , which mn 
her Idolatrous ſervice did Apiſhly imitate Aaron his gar- 
ments,as it 1s jnltanced-in the raigne of Nam:,%00 yeares 
after the Law ; or we mult have it from the Druides . the 
mad Heathen Prieſts amongit the Caules and Britaines , or 
from the Antichriitia Romezas we have indeed,it being one 
of the Popiih Ceremonies retained : or, laltly, from the 
Pricftly attire of .4aron which Heathen and Popith Rome 
hath impioully followed, denying thereby the Lord Jcſus to 
be come inthe fleſh, who with his graces was typlued out 
by thoſe godly and beautifall garmenrs , which being tha- 
dowes,are done away,and Chriſt the Body is come ; tor us 
thenro imitate themin this fooliſh Relique, or to deviſe a 
Prieftly garment of qurowae head in Gods worihip., is to. 
rob Chrilt of his honour exceedingly, and to make our ſelves 
deeply guilty of will-worſhip ; Had not God himſcife clo- 
thed thoſe garments in the Law, witha particular and pun- 
Ruall command for matter and monner,they had beene too- 
liſh and ridiculous things : they made the holy garments 
(laith Iofes Jas the Lord commanded : which later words, 
as the Lord commanded,are repeated,as the learned obſerve 
nine ſeverall times in this Chapter, intimating that they did 
not {warve one jot ©: Gods direction, teaching all Gods 
{ervants thereby,as the learned apply it (#: ſe comtmeant intra 
limites verbi Det ) that they containe themſelves wit bin the 
limits of Godsword,& bring nothing into the {ſervice of God 
of their own invention 3 for the Apoſtle cals that i9u8u0wis, 
wil-worihip : this being fo,it appeares what evill workers 
thoſe Minitters are who with an high hand doe diſplay this 
Banner of the Man of finne againſt Gods owne face in the 
time of his worſhip,interpoſing betwixt Gods preſence, and 
the worſhip, and diverting of the blefling upon the wor- 
thip;tor Moſes is laid to blefle the worke of the worſhip, up- 
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9N this ground, becaule he ſaw it done,as Jevovah had comman- 
ded. The Hebrewes adde,and that'truely,that becauſe of this 
the prefence of God was .1n it. | 
Whercfore we humbly intreat your Honours, as ye would ;,,._ .. 
have God to be in his worthip, and his bleſſing upon it, and h06T 
upon you and us 1n a perfect hatred of that menſtruoms Cloth 
and ga» ment ſported with the fle/h.to ca{t 1t out, and allthe reſt, 
as Carcaſles of abominable things : but withall, we intreat 
you , to fet the Vaſters of the Wardrovde on packing with 
them, 
It isobſerved asa cuſtome among the Papiſts , that they 
bury their Prelates jn all their Pontificall robes , of which a 
learned Divine tels us, he could give no realon, except they 
meant they ſhould doe fervice when they were dead , that 
had never done any being alive. If your Honours will lap 
up the Prelates in the Seare cloth ot their owne Surplices, 
and 1ntombe them them in the Tabernacle of the Servicc- 
Booke,imbalmed w ith the ſtrange oyntment of their owne Geneſf.35.z 
Ceremonies,and bury them under the Oake that 1s in obli- Verl.s. 
Vionzas /acob did the Idols of his family, and as our neigh- Jol.2.9. 
bors & brethren have done with the like {tufte,then the tear 
of you ſhall be upon all your enemies, and the childe that is 
to come ſhall blefle Cod for you.

3. 0bjeF. Thirdly, it is obze&ted, rhat it hath many good things in it; 
:@. trhatisantwered already, the 4/:oran and 7 x/mnd have ma- 
ny good things in them : yea, the Apscrypha Bookes have 
many excellent truths in them, are they therefore to be pre- 

ſented in Gods worſhip. 
4. Objets. The fourth objze&ion is from a more convenient conrſe of 
Sect. ovorrebling of it, than of caſhiermg of ir, For anſwer , what

themſelves, to make cleane the Popes leprous ituffe,to bring 
it into the worſhip of God ; but all that ever proſpered in 
that worke , made utter extirpation, Popes will be content 
to heare of reformation, and give order for it to their Cardt- 
nals, but they are joyned to their Idols , as God ſpeakes of 
Hiol,4. 17, Ephraim, Let them alone, 
. 'Secondly, this is not Gods courſe it reforming of his 
\ * honlſe: as the rubbiſh of rke Leprous honte was to bee cat 
/- out intoan uncleane ' wars aS hath beene fajd4; fo pollated 
Lev,14.43: pieces of Tdolatrous ſervice, are'not to be bromght by any 
cleanſing, tnto the Houſe of God ; God conmandeth his 
people ro throw downe the. Alrars of the Canaanrre : where 
ander Altars are comptehended all other abominations; they 
;., werenotto {it a new trimupon any of them , bitt'becaufe 
whey obeyed not the Lord, they ſmarted for it, Bleffed bee 
fudg-2,2, God, Who hath put it unto your heatts, to ſtrike at a /rar-, 
Raves, Priturev, Croſſes, and all the Popiſh Tdets ; wee _—_ 
> 
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good hope you wwll not lawn Np Relique in the Lana, 
neither 1n Church or Street, and then we may be ſure there 
{hall no Carzaxrre dwell m our Land : this ſerapmg and pick - 
52g that Maſter 1/mmick ſpeakes of, will be no better then 
paring of the nayles, and /having of the hare, which as the 
Great 1 wrke 141d of his Army, wall qus:%!y grow agavne ; Yea, 
and grow againe the faiter too : good medicines 11 naturall 
things may be extracted ont of ranke poyſons, but {6 cannot 
pure worthip out of things pollated, being mans invent- 
ons ; therctore the Prophet Eſay telieth us, that nothing will Ffa, 39. 22, 
{erve, but the caiiing away of the polluted thing , not clean- 
ſing of it. 

The fifth and latt objJetion, is from A4its of Parliament, 5. 05jef, 
which the Serwice-book. men make the tafte of their confi- S*. 
dence ; and yet 1n truth , being well tryed, it {hall be found, 
that they avule the {tate and contciences of men moſt grofſe- 
ly. Dottor Hal and others, ſtrike much on that (tring, as 
Parliamentary Atts peremptorily eſtabli/hment ; yet they make 
but very harſh Muſicke. A man would thinke that Doctor 
Hall, being a learned Divine , would firſt have Jaid- this wor 
/Þp of Liturgy in the balance of whe Santiuary, and tryed the 
weight of it there, and if it had proved too light, (as furely it 
would ) then to have counted it a piacle againtt God and 
man ; to offer to maxe up the waight with humane Lawes. 
It is not unworthy your remembrance, how one of the later 
brood of the Scerr:/h Prelates, alleadging , or rather miſ-al- 
leadging before our late Soveraigne king /ames, tome Att of 
Parliament, tor the eftabliſhing and maintenance of the Pre- 
lacy ; the King asked a Novle-man deing by , being a great 
Lzgift and Othicer of State , what he thought of thote As? 
the Noble-man replyed , That it went never well with them, 

nce their Church men laboured more to be verſed intho eAtts 
of Parliament , than in the Att: of the Apoitlez, But to the 
matter for all this cry,we are more than halfe confident,they 
ſhall have but little wooll for the Se2yvice-booke from-the As 
of State, when they are well looked into. Wee know'not 
any colour of confirmation for this Seyvice-booke, EXTEpt that 
Statute prefixed toit, which how little it maketh for jr, let « £114. c.5- 
the words of the Statute tefbifie,of which we ſhall fet downe 
thoſe that are moſt pertinent ; for 'is is needlefe to write 
xV7ad K 3 4. them 
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them all. In the fifth MG: + yeare of King Edward the 
ſixth, an Act was made for the eſtabliſhing of a Booke, cal- 
led The Booke of Common-prayer, the which was repealed in 
the firit yeare of Queene Hary, which Statute of repeale 
was made voide by this fame Ac the. firſt yeare of Queene 
El:zabeth ; and that the aforeſaid Booke, with the altera- 
tions and additions therein added, ſhall ftand and be ; and 
all Miniſters ſhall uſe the ſaid Booke, authorized by At of 
Parliament 19 the ſaid ffth and ſixth yeare of King Edrard 
the ſixth, and no other. This is the ſumme of the Statute, in 
relation to the Sabject, namely, ha: Service-booke it ts that 
the Statute eftablijheth ; and for any thing we can ſee,there is 
not one paſſage or title for confirmation, or eſtabliſhing any 
other Service-booke, but that of King Edward the ſixth; divers 
Miniſters jn King lames his time urged vvith ſubſcription, 
an{wered the Preiates, True it was , that if they refuſed , the) 
and theers were like to bee deſolated; but if they yeelded, ther 
ſhould make themſelves tranſgreſſowrs of the Lawes of the King- 
dome, in ſubſcribins to another Booke than that , eſtabliſhed by 
Law : the Prelates in preſſing this ſubſcription, torced two 
Statutes , namely, the Statute alleadged by the change of the 
Booke ; and alſo another Statute requiring no ſubſcription , 
but barely to the Articles of Religion, Which onely concerne 
tae ( onfeſſion of true Christian faith, and the Dottrine of the 
Sacraments. 

Now, to come to further anſwer; let us grant by way of 
Conteſlion that there were an Act, or Acts for ratifying of 
the Booke, which in rermin:s we cannot ſee, (as Statutes uſe 
to be expreſſed) yet by the Law of charity and duty,we hold 
our {elves bound to beleeve , that a State profelling the truth 
of Religion, would never inact ſo,for a Service-booke of mans 
device, as that it might be a ſnare to the people of God , ha- 
ving other ends ; as a kinde of uniformity, ſupp! y for wart of 
Miniſtery, and-bringing Papiits to the Church, but not to preflc 
1t 11 the bulke beyond the ſpheare of any mans Contcience, 
witnefle a Rubricke in King Eaward the ſixth his Booke; but 
give it toſpeake as punctually for the Booke as they would 
hav:git, ſhallit be ſimply good? . for that, it is onely in the 
power of a divine Statute ſimply to make a thing good , all 
Drivines, Humanifts, and Lawyers, that have written on the

Which truth alſo is clearcd from divine Authority : the 
P/almiſt complaineth of tac injurious evil done upon Gods ?/4l. 94.29. 
Church and People, aggravating it from this, {that 1s) ic nas 
framed by a decyge;which piace,the Authour of Zyons Pleazap- 
plyerh very pertmently to the Hietarchir, proving lt to be 
the Maſter-fin, whcrewith the Church and State are peſte= 
red, and tor which ctpecially, God hath a controveri:e with 
us, becaule it is decreed by a Law ; and as a Law for the Hie- 
rarchie proved of no force to keepe it up, no more then the 
late Lawes of Scotland could uphold their Prelates : fo 
grant that there were a Law tor the Service-book, the thing 
being naught , what could it help it ? Within thele hundred 
yeeres there was a Law in England, for the Popes fuprema= 
Cie, fay that were not repealed, ſtood 1t either with Rea» 
ton, Religion or Loyalty to jubmitunto it ? Yea, ſome trag= 
ments of Lawes are yet unrepcaled in this land, that no ju- 
dicious man will obey : neither havewe alledged thoſe evi 
dcnces upon this ſuſpition , to encounter with any Statutes z 
but to ſtop the mouthes of thoſe men, who would make the 
Statute-Law a blinde guide, under which their unlawtull cal- 
lings, and ſuperſtitious ſervice, might march furjonſly againſt 
the word of truth. 
Now, to come to an end, (for we are lorry we could be $Sc&, 
no briefer ) we will onely anfwer this Qzerc , conlitting of 
thele two heads : Firſt , whether we do approve of any ſer” 
prajer na more private way : And ſecondly , whether we 
do approve of any ſer-{zturg:e in publike ; to both theſe we 
anſwer ingenuoutly as we thinke ; and for the former, we do 
thinke that parties 1n their infancie or ignorance , may uſe 
formes of prayer,well and wholtomely ſet, for helps and prop 
of 
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of their imbecilliey,yea,riper Ciſians may do welkto read 
© ſuchprofitable formes, the matter whereof may by ſetting 
of their affeions on edge, prepare and fit them as matter of 
Meditation, the better for Prayer ; but for thoſe parties fo 
to contume without progreſic tQ conceived prayey 3 Were as if 
children ſhould ſtill be porting upon Helling, and never learne 
to reade z or, as if children or weak thould (till goby hold, or 
2-0n crutches , and never go right out. We may fay of ſer- 
prayer uſed for infirmity, as Divines fay of the /egailcereme- 
zie:, inthe incerize, that they were tolerable, not neceflary ; 
and ſo vvhatfoever 18, ot may be ſaid in the behalfe of it, is 
not ſo much (as vve conceive) for the commendation of it, 
as for the toleration of it for a time ; and for giving ſatisfactt 
on to ſcrupulous ceniciences , for the vvarrantable uſe of ie 
in caſe of neceſſity. | 
To the ſecond head ; for a ſer farme of Litnrgie in publique 
vve anſ{vver, that vvith all the Reformed Churches wee do al- 
lovy a found forme of /er-litrgic, 35 an exampler, or prefident 
of our performance of holy ordinance,but ſo,that none ſhould 
tic himſclfe, or be tied to thoſe Prayers, Exhortarions , and 
other things, in the Liturgie, much lefſe ſhould it be violent 
ly thruſt upon any Miniſter _o__ z Vyhich proves in very 
deed a limiting of the ſpirit, etpecially, in a Miniſter able to 
pray in and by the holy Ghoſt, yea, it is a very tranſplantati- 
on of the Eflence or Nature of Prayer, vvherein the vvords 
are to follovy the affeAtions, and not. the affeRions the 
vvords, as it dothin the beſt ſer formes, bur for our Liturgie, 
vyhat can be faid for formes, or hath beenſajd, that cannot 
be faid for the Popiſh Liturgie ; but the clothing it in another 
tongue ; yet this is prefſed under great penalty , upon all the 
Miniſters; yvho, if they had the rongues of Angels, they 
ſhould not pray,till every rag and remnant of that be faid.' To 
ſhut up the buiineſle, if this Laturgie, «que capwr madsy being 
the head piece of our evill vvere put avvay, vveſhould have 
no more ado about ſuch a Liturgie ; then the Maſters of the 
Synagogue had, vyhen after the reading of the Lavy and the 
ARu13.15 Prophets, they defired Pas/ to preach, vyhere vvithout que» 
Calvix. Rion,as the learned obſerve, Prayer was not vvanting- 
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
